Story of Fight in Woods at Night 


on Culp's Hill as Told by 


Gen. 
Greene. 


General George S. Greene is the 


Gettysburg Battle hero, whose mem- 
ory will be honored this week, when 
on" Friday the New York Monument 
Commission with a large party of the 
survivors of his brigade will dedicate 
the 
full 
length 
statue of 
General 


Greene erected on 
the 
summit 


Culp's Hill. 
General Greene commanded at the 


Battle of Gettysburg the Third Bri- 
gade, Second Division, Twelfth Army 
Corps, composed of the 137th. 149th. 
60th. 78th, and 102nd New York Regi- 
ments, and this brigade took part in 
the fierce fight in the woods on Culp s 
Hill on the night of July 2nd, 1863, 
and on the morning of July 3rd when 
Johnson's Division of Swell's Corps 
tried to turn and overwhelm the right j 
flank of the Union Army. 


General Greene was a New Yorker 


and lived through the battle to reach 
a good old age. and he has in his offi- 
cial report, written on July 12, 1863, 
given a most graphic description of 
the fight on Culp's Hill saying : 


On the 2nd we took position at 


about 6 a. m. on the right of the First 
Corps, on the crest of the steep and 
rocky hill, (Culp's Hill),being thrown 
back neatly at right angles with the 
line of^JTe First Corps, Rock Creek 
running past our front at the distance 
of 200 to 400 yards. 
Our position and 


the front were covered with a heavy 
growth of timber, free from under- 
growth, with large ledges of rock pro- 
jecting 
above the 
surface. 
These 


rocks and trees offered good cover for 
marksmen. 
The surface 
was very 


steep on our left, diminishing to a gen- 
tle slope en our right. As soon as 
•we were in position we began to in- 
trench ourselves and throw up breast 
works ot" the covering height, ot logs. 
cord-wood, stones and earth. 


BV 12 o'clock we had a good cover 


for the men. The value of thi-: defense 
was shown in our subsecjuei.: opera- 
tions by our small loss compa- eel %yith 
that of the enemy during the continu- 
ous attacks by a vastly superior force 
Our skirmishers were thrown out im- 
mediately on taking position and mov 
ed toward the creek in front, when 
they came to the enemy's pickets. 


vi'e remained in this position with 


ocf-a^ional firing of the pickets until 
6.CO p. m- when the First, Division 
and the First and Second Brigades of 
the 
Second 
Division were ordered 


from my right, leaving; the intrench- 
ments of Kane's Brigade and Wil- 
liam's Division 
unoccupied on the 


withdrawal of the noops.

This move- 
ment was commenced, and the 137th 
Regiment on my right was moved 
into the position occupied by Kane's j j 
brigade.

ment? could be made, we were attack- 
ed on the whole of our front by a 
large force a few minutes before 7 p. 
m. The enemy made four distinct 
charges between 7 and 
SOJO p. m. 


which were effectually resisted. 


About 8 p. m. the enemy appeared 


on our right flank in the intreiu-h- 
ments from which William's Division 
had been withdrawn and attacked the 
right flank of the l?,7th Regt.. N. Y.

right, throwing back his line perpen- 
dicular to the intrenchments in which 
he had been in position, and present- 
ing his front to the enemy in their 
n«w position. 


At this time the California Regt., 


Col.

of Ireland's Regt. They soon fell back 
and were withdrawn—the command- 
ing officer saying he had received or- 
ders from his commanding general to 
retire—leaving our right in a very 
critical position. As soon as the at-

We found of

and there were across the creek a 
number of dead, estimated 
at 150, 


making a total of killed 541. Of the

longed to the enemy showing clearly 
a loss of the enemy of nearly 2400 
men in our front.

Johnson in his report admit- 


ted a loss of 1911 men killed, wound- 
ed and missing. 


The state ol Xew York is furnish- 


ing transportation to fifty survivors 
out of each regiment from New York 
participating in the fight on Culp's 
Hill and it is expected that eight hun- 
dred to a thousand persons will be 
present at the dedication of the Gen- 
eral Greene monument. The trains

Commission larger powers, to the

way be prohibited." 
This was inter- 


preted ae it was intended to be. as 
*n endorsement of President Roose- 
velt's policy on the subject of regu- 
lating rates on railroads. 


The President wa* engaged at the 


time in a Titanic struggle with what 
be characterized as the "railroad 
lawyers" of the Senate. 
Aldrich of 


Rhode Island and Foraker of Ohio 
led the opposition and all the Demo- 
crats and a few Republicans in the 
body were supporting the pending 
measure. 
Mr. Roosevelt had made 


an appeal for the moral support of 
the people and on the night the reso- 
lution was introduced 
he was in 


Philadelphia addressing a mammoth 
public meeting in the Academy of 
Music in the interest of his bill. 


When the resolution of Mr. Creasy 


was introduced it was promptly ad- 
opted, the only negative vote being 
cast by Henry F. Walton, Speaker of 
the House. 
Consternation followed
